and general cargo. 

He said the port was at present fill- 
ed to capacity with 12 ships, with 
another nine waiting outside the 
breakwater. He added that since the 
farmers had suspended fruit pick- 
ing, it would not take long to get? rid 
of the backlog in the port. 

Parts Authority spokesman Mlcha 
Halevy told The Post that now that 
the workers had returned to their 
jobs, it was up to the Histadrut to get 
the workers together, find out what 
they wanted and • negotiate with 
them. He also said the workers 
would not be paid for the two-and-a- 
half days they were on strike.

What did Brzezinski 
tell Simcha Dinitz?

WASHINGTON. -—President Jimmy 
Carter said yesterday that Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance’s trip to 
Moscow today will 'deal primarily 
with arms limitations and reduction, 
and said he is “pleased" with the at- 
titude of the Soviet Union so far. 

Carter in his fourth televised news 
conference said in an opening state- 
ment that the two nations will 
"confer about the future of Africa. 
We are going to ask the Soviet Union 
to join with us in removing from that 
troubled continent outside In- 
terference which might contribute to 
warfare in the countries Involved." 

The President also declared that 
the U.S. is anxious to be a mediator 
for peace in the Middle East, Africa, 
Southeast Asia and "wherever It la 
trusted to serve in that role.” 

Carter said Vance would cover 
these other topics: 

• Demilitarization of the Indian 
Ocean. 

• Mutual and balanced force reduc- 
tions in central Europe. 

• The Middle East Conference in 
Geneva. 

Carter also said he was not con- 
cerned that Soviet Communist Party 
Secretary Leonid Brezhnev's recent 
criticism of his stand promoting 
human rights would jeopardize the 
arms talks. 


The President said he has studied 
Brezhnev's recent speeches "in their 
entirety" and "X consider them to be 
very constructive." 

"Nothing I have heard from Mr. 
Brezhhev either directly or indirect- 
ly indicates that he is not eager to 
see arms, limitation, " Carter said., _ 

Carter referred only briefly to the 
Middle East dispute during the half- 
hour press conference. Replying to a 
question on the openness of his for- 
eign policy. Carter said It was 
generally conceded that very impor- 
tant public expression of matters had 
not been made to the American peo- 
ple over a long period. He continued: 
"The exact means of defining 
borders in the Middle East, the exact 
resolution of the Palestinian 
problem, the definition of permanent 
peace, all these things obviously 
have to be decided between the 
Arab countries and Israel. But to 
point out that they are matters In 
dispute and that we hope they will be 
solved thta year, I think is construc- 
tive." 

Carter defended his style of dis- 
cussing foreign affairs issues as a 
means of both informing the 
American people of the 
"framework" of U.S. policy and a 
way of demonstrating to the world 
that he has popular support and doesi 
not speak with a hollow voice.

MOSCOW. — CSKA of Moscow, the 
Red Ariny team, last night defeated 
Mobilgirgi of Varese. Italy 104-76, lif- 

• ting Tel Aviv Maccabi Into the final 
game of the European Cup of Cham- 
pions basketball competition. The 

* Russians led 48:41 at half-time. 

CSKA’s victory brought it into a 
three-way tie with Maccabi and Real 
Madrid, behind first-place 
Mobilgirgi, in the six-team final 
round. Each team has 16 points. But 
' Maccabi moved into the final —to be 
played in Belgrade on April 7 — by 
virtue of its 8-1 game record against 
the other two. which lost two games 
each. 

Had CSKA lost, the two-way tie 
between Real Madrid and Maccabi 
would have gone to Madrid, with a 
three-point edge over Maccabi In 
their total scores against each other. 
Real Madrid beat Maccabi 106-94 at 
home on Wednesday, avenging its 
earlier loss by nine points in Tel 
Aviv. 

The Soviet team outplayed the 
Italians, five-time winners of the 
European Cup, throughout the 
game, displaying speed and ac- 
curacy. 


NEW YORK. — “Policies on 
Mideast stirring confusion" said a 
"New York Times" headline yester- 
day In reporting on two days of 
reports and denials on what 
Zbigniew Brzezinski, President 
Carter’s national security affairs ad- 
viser, told Israel Ambassador 
Simcha Dinitz at a meeting last 
week. 

"It is the kind of row," said "The 
Times" in a story on an inside page, 
"that is not unusual in Washington, 
and it will likely pass. But It has had 
■the effect of creating-even more con- 
fusion in the minds of some over 
what President Carter actually 
believes should happen in the Middle 
East to bring peace to the area." 

Dinitz had sought the meeting, ac- 
cording to White House sources, to 
discuss what Carter had in mind by 


"minor adjustments” in Israel's pre- 
1967 borders. 

A briefing was held Tuesday for 
Israeli .journalists at the embassy, 
reported "The Times." which in- 
cluded reference to the Brzezinski 
meeting. Israeli reporters filed dis- 
patches about it and versions of the 
briefing were divulged to at least two 
American reporters, said the paper. 

There seems to be no commonly 
agreed version of what Brzezinski^ 
was supposed to have said, and what* 
he denies' having said, continued 
"The Times." 

There appeared to be a consensus 
in the reports that Brzezinski 
- repeated that Carter was not asking 
Israel to return completely to the 
borders that existed before the 1967 
war.

Vance places Jews on Moscow agenda

command would “unify combat 
forces of all Palestinian factions." 

The conflicting reports Indicated 
that apower struggle might be brew- 
ing over the control of the new com- 
mand. 

If It la set up at all, Arafat is seen 
likely to be named titular "supreme 
commander. although the 
operational post might still fall in 
Mohsen hands. Several PLO fac- 
tions, including the Syrian-based and 
Jordanian-stationed units of the' 
Palestine Liberation Army, whose 
strength is estimated at 6,000 men, 
are known to be opposed to Arafat 
taking over military command in the 
PLO. ' 


Security Council to meet on M.E. 


UNITED NATIONS. — The UN 
Security Council will meet today to 
take up Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim's report on his efforts to 
arrange a new Geneva Middle East 
peace conference, diplomats said 
yesterday.

TEL AVIV. — Former Defence 
Minister Mbshe Dayan yesterday 
met with Likud leader Menahem 
Begin, but reportedly remained un- 
decided whether to run for the 
Knesset on a joint ticket with the 
Likud. 

*T understand he wants to wait a 
few more days," a source close to 
Begin told The Jerusalem Post. 

Dayan refused to reveal details of 
his 40-minute talk with Begin at 
Ichilov Hospital (where the Ldkud 
leader is undergoing tests) . “I won't 
share with others the contents of a 
conversation I had with Begin. 
That’s why personal and not public 
meetings are held," he said. 

According to Labour's Secretary- 
General, Meir Zarmi, Dayan said 
two weeks ago he would not quit the 
party. 

Asked whether that decision still 
stands, the former Defence Minister 
told The Post: "You’re wasting your 
time .... When I have something of 
public interest to say — I'll do so.” 

Netanya’s former mayor, Oved 
Ben-Ami told The Post that Dayan 
and other people were considering a 
list which would eventually form a 


national emergency government It 
would oppose yielding any part of 
Judea and Samaria or removing any 
settlement from the Golan. 

“Dayan hasn’t committed himself 
yet and other potential partners ask- 
ed for a few more dayB to consult 
their Institutions," Ben-Ami said. He 
would not Identify the other groups 
or persons involved. 

Informed sources predicted that 
toe prospects of forming such a list 
were "very good" yesterday mor- 
ning. But later in the day, these 
prospects declined, as Labour ap- 
parently moved to keep Dayan In the 
fold. 

Some Labour leaders are reported 
to have suggested to Dayan that the 
party’s central committee adopt a 
resolution on Judea and Samaria' 
that would satisfy him. 

One senior party source suggested 
to The Jerusalem Post that Dayan 
would not quit If the party undertook 
to hold national elections before an 
agreement to yield territory in 
Judea and Samaria is ratified.

Tel Aviv advocate Avraham 
Sukowalsky , a canon law expert who 
represents the Patriarchate, argued 
that the effect of Israel’s galloping. 
Inflation had been to legally 
“frustrate" the lease. He therefore 
demanded that the contract be re- 
drawn or the lessees — the JNF — 
evicted. The Patriarchate would 
then reassume direct ownership of 
the lands in place of the JNF, and 
collect rents from the sub-leasees 
aa the JNF does today. 

The JNF in its statement of 
defence, presented by its top legal 
counsel Paul Ya’acobi, cites the 
terms of the contract, which 
■ stip ula te HA 0.000 per annum in 
Israeli currency, without linkage. 

JNF sources said yesterday that 
there bad been a lump sum paid in 
1951-2, above and beyond the annual 
TTsn.noo rent. But the counsel for the 
Patriarchate countered that this 
sum was paid in consideration of a 
separate lease agreement, also sign- 
ed at that period, and that the two 
lease agreements covering the land 
In quertlon contained no provision 
for any payment other than the an- 


nual rent. 

Sources close to the Patriarchate 
said that Patriarch Benedlctus, who 
in 1931 headed the financial section 
and concluded the deal with JNF, 
had "never dreamed" that the value 
of Israeli currency would fall to the 
extent It has. Metropolitan Ger- 
manos made the same point in his 
court evidence. 

(The Patriarch is ailing and often 
confined to his .bed, but it is un- 
derstood that It was his decision 
finally to take the issue to court.) 

The sources say that repeated ef- 
forts by the Patriarchate to have the 
leases reviewed were rebuffed by 
the JNF. This year, according to the 
statement of claim, the rent was 
paid late — a fact which lawyer 
Sukowalsky cites as additional 
grounds for nullifying the lease. 
When it finally did come, the 
Patriarch sent It back — refusing to 
accept such a sum. 

At Tuesday’s hearing Judge Ben- 
Zimra recommended informally, ac- 
cording to legal sources, that the 
JNF immediately raise the rent six- 
fold — as the possible basis for ‘an 
amicable solution. 

Some JNF sources said yesterday 
that they expected a solution would 
now be worked out in court and 
accepted by both aides, without 
recourse to higher instances. But a 
senior JNF official said the fond felt 
no moral or legal duty to accom- 
modate the Patriarchate’s demands, 
and intended to stand on the letter of 
the lease.

The wor k ers of the I*und Registra- 
tion Department (Tabu) went on 
strike yesterday in an action un- 
authorised by the Hlstadrut, 

Yehuda Rosenthal, secretary of 
the Civil Servants Union, said the 
workers are deman d i ng a “special 
effort” payment, a compensation as 
yet unknown In the civil service. He 
said that Hls tadrut officials will 
meet the workers this morning in an 
effort to settle the dispute. 

For most buyers and sellers of 
property, the strike will hardly 
matter, as registration is a formality 
which need not be followed through 
immediately with the sale. However, 
there can be difficulties for thoee 
who wish to record the transfer of 
property for tax purposes, before the 
beginning of the new fiscal year on 
April 1. Some banks also demand the 
actual registration before granting 
mort g ages. 

The Justice' Ministry announced 
yesterday that it is making special 
arrangements to alleviate these 
problems, but with regard to 
mortgages, at least, tlx cooperation 
of the banka will be necessary.

In view of .that, Schindler said “1 
don’t understand what alfthe JuhflAG 
tton la about." 

In hta only puhlic r statement an 
Brezhnev's comments In a Monday 
speech to the Soviet trade union con- 
gress, Prime Minister Rabin said on 
Tuesday in Jerusalem: “We take 
.seriously voices from Moscow and 
Washington that the parties to the 
Arab-Israel conflict should negotiate 
among themselves the terms of a 
final peace agreement.”

“Half the roots are dead and half alive. The tree has to 
be trimmed in order for it to survive.” (Father Joseph, 
72, did his master's thesis in nuclear physics at the 
University of Lisbon before receiving a doctorate in 
theology in Rome.) 

It was apparently over-trimming which caused two of 
the Gethsemane trees to die about half a century ago, 
according to Father Joseph. Souvenir hunters following 
in the wake of the British Army which captured 
Jerusalem in the First World War, clipped so many 
branches that the trees died. Two replacements were 
planted not long ago. 

It was the roots of the dead trees which were sub- 
jected to the Carbon 14 analysis at the University of 
California, according to Father Joseph, who is uncer- 
tain exactly when the test was made. He himself arriv- 
ed here two years ago and it was well before hie time, 
he says. 

The 10 trees had been regarded as sacred by the 
Arabs who accepted the tradition surrounding them 
when they conquered Jerusalem in the 7ib Century. In 
the 11 th Century, even before the arrival of the 
Crusaders, the Moslems permitted the Benedictine 
monks of Cluny to look after the garden which was 
regarded aa Wakf (Moslem trust) property. (‘The 
Moslems still regard it as Wakf property,” says Father 
Joseph. “We regard it as ours. We’ve paid for It, a 
number at times.”) 

Following the departure of the Crusaders, the Fran- 
ciscans — members of a non-military order — were per- 
mitted to look after Christian holy place*. They have 
been at Gethsemane ever since, curing for the trees 
along with the nearby Grotto ot Gethsemane and the 
“Church of All Hattons”. The church is a 50-year-old 
structure enclosing the rock — once flat and tong-aince 
chipped by souvenir hunters — where, according to 
Christian tradition, Jeans prayed and sweated blood the 
night before bis arrest while Peter, James and John 
slept beneath the olive trees and the remaining dis- 
ciples waited In the grotto. 

The venerable trees may not last as long as the rock 
but with proper trimming they will continue to serve as 
an object of Christian veneration for many generations.

Most of this improvement, panino 
said, was due to natural causes, such 
as children growing up and leaving 
their parents* home, or death. 

Danino also charged that large 
families are at a disadvantage in 
comparison with young couples, who 
today regard a 70 sqm. home as 
minimum, while the official rehous- 
ing standard for a large family Is at 
the most 88 sqm. “The Housing 
Ministry has many vacant 
apartments at Its disposal, but as 
these have B0 sq.m, and more living 
space, they are not turned over to the 
poorly housed,” he said. 

"We want a specific undertaking 
from the political parties for at least 
15 sq.m, per person, as a minimum 
social standard. That is half the liv- 
ing space granted to new im- 
migrants. Over 80 per cent of the 
poorly housed 82,000 families are 
large familiea, and their number has 
g r own since I860’” he said. 

Danino read ont the section In the 


Likud election platform dealing with 
housing, which said that the party 
wants to solve the problem "of more 
than one family in a home.” Danino 
said: “Whoever wrote this is an 
amateur, who has no Idea of the real 
problem." 

Zahavl also wants specific election 
promises from the parties on educa- 
tion at all levels for large families, 
“which today account for less than I 
per cent at the universities,” and on 
a minimum standard of income 
which should be fixed at 60 per cent 
of the average living expenses of a 
family, pegged to the figures 
calculated monthly by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics. 

Answering questions, Danino said 
that the housing problem of large 
families could be solved If present 
standards were relaxed. "Budget 
allocations have been provided for 
building contractors and public* 
housing companies in distress, but 
not for the slum dwellers and those 
living in crowded homes,” he said. 

“If our needs are ignored by the 
parties, they will turn us Into a 
political organization,” Danino said.

AMMAN (UPI). — Rear Adm. 
William Crowe Jr., commander of 
.the , U.S. • three-ship Middle East 
force, ended a five-day official visit 
to Jordan yesterday. 

The force’s flagship, the 16,000-ton 
La Salle, paid a courtesy call on 
Akaba during Crowe's visit. 

The fleet, now based in the Gulf 
Sheikhdom of Bahrein, is scheduled 
to lose its docking rights there later 
this year. Persistent but uncon- 
firmed reports have said the U.S. is 
seeking either to keep its naval 
facility in Bahrein past the deadline 
or move to nearby Oman, where Bri- 
tain is withdrawing from a base on 
Masirah Island. 

Officials made no comment on the 
purpose of Crowe’s talks in Amman.

Beduin get more than Jews, 
says Gov’t official 


BEERSHEBA (Itim). — The 
Government is investing more 
money per unit In building homes 
and public buildings for the Negev 
Beduin than it provides for young 
Jewish couples, the regional director 
of the Israel Lands Administration 
said here Wednesday. 

The director, Yehuda Ziv, held a 
press conference to reply to charges 
by several Beduin tribes, whose 
years-old campaign for lands they 
claim the .Government took away 
from them has been gradually Inten- 
sifying for several months. Hie said 
the policy toward the Beduin is “ex- 
ceptionally lenient.” More than 
HI 00,000 per unit is being Invested as 
a “give-away” in 'constructing a 
housing unit on a dunam of land and 
in putting up public facilities, In- 
cluding schools and clinics. 

.Ziv said the Lands Administration 
has sold the Beduin land for IU ,000 
to UA.000 per dunam, while 
its policy is never to sell 


land to Jews but only to lease it — 
for much higher sums. In the same 
vicinity in the Negev, he said, plots 
of half a dunam have recently been 
leased for IL105.0D0 to ILl 60.000. 

. The Beduin have laid claim to 
some 1,500,000 dunams of land — 
which would give them a population 
density of 50 dun ams per person. 
This is not acceptable even in the 
wide expanses of Australia, he said. 
(The claims are for ownership of 
900,000 dunams, and pasture rights 
on 600,000 more.) These claims have 
been made after 17 futile attempts to 
secure court judgements awarding 
the Beduin ownership. 

Still. Ziv said, a government com- 
mittee was established to accom- 
modate the Beduin, Including those 
turned down by the courts. But, he 
■added, the Beduin continue to cofi- 
struct illegal structures and demoli- 
tion orders issued by the courts 
against more than 1,000 of these have 
not been executed. 


Turkish Cypriots deny their 
air space is dangerous 


NICOSIA (Reuter). — Turkish 
Cjypriot officials yesterday describ- 
ed as “entirely false and malicious” 
Greek Cypriot claims that a Turkish 
■ Cypriot flight Information system 
based in northern Cyprus had caused 
two near misses between four air- 
liners on Wednesday. 

. A complaint filed yesterday by the 
Cyprus .-(Greek) air- traffic con- 
trollers and pilots associations said 
jhat. two. Saudi Arabian passenger 
jets, a Lufthansa airliner and a 
Polish airlines (Lot) plane, had near 
misses in two separate incidents 
about 65 km. off the southern coast of 
Cyprus. 

Later, & Turkish Cypriot ad- 
ministration spokesman said: "We 
are in a position to prove with con- 
crete evidence that the Greek 
Cypriot allegations are entirely false 
and malicious. 

“At no time yesterday were there 
two Saudi Arabian planes in the 
same air space, and in the case of the 
Lufthansa and Lot flights there was 
2,000 feet between the two.” 

The spokesman said evidence to 
prove this — tape recordings of the 
exchanges between the Turkish 
Cypriot air traffic controllers and 
the pilots concerned were 
available far inspection by any 
authorized international aviation 
organization. 

The Turkish Cypriot flight infor- 


mation region (FIR), based at Er- 
can Airport in northern Cyprus, 
came into operation on Monday 
against (hreek Cypriot protests.

— The 
longest-reigning monarch in the 
world. King Sobhuza n of Swaziland, 
has abolished his country’s 
parliamentary system and replaced 
it with a structure based on tribal 
tradition. 

The 78-year-old king, who sticks 
white feathers in Ms hair and wears 
a scarlet silk loincloth, mode the an- 
nouncement Tuesday at a special 
meeting of 20,000 Swazis squatting 
round Ms royal cattle byre, called 
the. Lobaxnbo, outside the capital, 
Mbabane. 

There he said there had been 
"serious difficulties” in trying to 
salvage the Westminster-style 
parliamentary democracy be- 
queathed by the British, who ex- 
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perlenced some difficulty In per- 
suading the king to accept modern 
Independence In 1968. Swaziland was 
the last British colony In Africa to go 
Independent. 

A day after the decision, Sobhuza’s 
new envoy to WasMngton, Musa 
Simon Kunene, presented his 
credentials to President Carter at 
the White House. With Kunene at the 
Oval Office ceremony was one of 
King Sobhuza’s 50-odd sons, Phlka, 
24, who la studying at American- 
University in Washington. The king 
has more than 100 wives. He has 
reigned longer than any living king. 

The monarch, who was born In 
1898 and began his reign at the age of* 
five months, announced Ms decision 
to abolish the constitution before a' 
crowd of 20,000 persons at a livestock 
exposition.

Anti-colonialism motion at 
water talks ‘aimed at Israel’ 


MAR DEL PLATA, Argentina 
(Reuter). — A UN conference on 
water resources moved Into its final 
stages yesterday, deeply- Involved In 
the Issues of toe Arab-Israell dispute 
and white rule in Africa. 

Delegates of 119 countries, with 
two days to go before the end of a 
two-week conference at tola seaside 
resort, were discussing a proposal 
denouncing colonialism In Israel. 
South Africa and Rhodesia spon- 
sored by 32 Third World countries. 

The proposal denounces 
"‘illegitimate exploitation of water 
resources of countries and people 
subject to colonialism, particularly 
In Palestine. Zimbabwe, Namibia 
and Tanzania."’ 

An Israeli delegate told Reuter, 
“The proposal Is sheer madness. We 
will light it up to the end.” 

He said: "It is just an Arab- 
bpcmsored proposal aimed against- 
Israel. It is totally groundless in the 
context of a meeting like this, con- 
vened to solve water supply 
problems throughout the world." 


But UN sources believed the 
proposal would be adopted, since 
Third World, countries have a ma- 
jority In UN assemblies. 

A Bangladesh proposal calling on 
toe UN to adopt a code of conduct to 
be followed by countries sharing 
' river resources, which was discuss- 
ed late Wednesday night, was due to 
come up again yesterday. 

The draft urged inter- 
governmental experts to complete 
- principles of conduct for the conser- 
vation and harmonious exploitation 
of natural resources shared by two 
or more states. A UN water- con- 
ference would be convened for Its 
adoption, the draft said. . 

Delegates of India, Brazil and 
Turkey objected to it, Argentina ap- 
proved it and a number of other 
countries proposed amendments. 

The issue Is closely related to in- 
ternational water disputes such as 
the ones between India and 
Bangladesh over the Ganges and 
Brazil and Argentina oyer the 
Parana. 




Israel helped sell British tank 
to Iran, new forms journal says 


LONDON (JTA). — Despite 
Britain’s refusal to sell Chieftain 
tanks to Israel after toe Blx Day 
War, Israeli military personnel went 
to Iran to persuade the Shah to buy 
them from Britain, according to 
“Arms International," a weekly 
newsletter launched here this 
month. 

The weekly says that before tjie 
Chieftain went into full-scale produc- 
tion It had been tested In desert con- 
ditions by the Israelis, Britain later 
refused to sell the tank to Israel. 


Despite this, the Israelis were called 
In to promote the deal which 
culminated in Iran’s purchasing 1,- 
200 of them. 

“Anns International" also carries 
reports on Israel’s attempts to sell 
Its own aircraft, missiles and other 
weaponry in South East Asia and 
Latin America. It comments that 
Taiwan, one of the targets of toe 
Israeli sales drive, will probably be 
reluctant to sign major orders with 
Israel lor fear of offending Saudi 
Arabia and other Arab oil state*.

The 
newspaper did not say exactly how 
many children were reported killed. 

The newspaper said trouble 
started when the Tiger battalion 
commander defied Amin’s orders 
and armed AchoU and Langl soldiers 
who then gunned down Amin's 
agents sent to the battalion barracks 
to eliminate soldiers of the two 
tribes.

THE Week-End Magazine was the 
best 1 can remember seeing for & 
’long time. There was a satisfying 
balance between politics, drama, 
human Interest and Igimour, which I 
hope we will see in future 
magazines. 

Rita Hauser explaining the 
Brookings Report to Yoram Ronnen 
was first-class, a really clever and 
incisive woman. who interpreted the 
politics and people involved with 
rare sagacity. She made it clear that 
this report has shaped President 
Carter's thinking about the Middle 
East, and will continue to do so in- 
definitely in the future — as she 
pointed out. Professor Brzerinski 
.and William Quant, who helped to 
draw up the Report, are bis two top 
advisers. While she was critical of 
the way the President announced his 
policy, she had little doubt what it 
was going to be in the future. 

The surprising thing la why we are 
so surprised that Carter dis- 
tinguishes between our temporary 
security borders and our ultimate 
real borders, to be approved by the 
world, including the U.S. Didn't our 
leaders read the Brookings Report? 

If we are to believe Rita Hauser, 
there is no reason why we should be 
so dismayed by what Carter said. 
She thought his views were fully con- 
sistent with what Israel says she 
wants as an ultimate solution to the 
problem, because he agrees with us 
about such desirable things as peace 
and open borders. Maybe she and 
her Brookings associates didn’t read- 
the fine print of our claim to "secure 
and defensible borders” — these 
really mean the frontiers of a land 
area most Israelis want to hold for 
ever. Still, she was comforting. 
Toram Ronnen plied her with very 
shrewd questions, but I think he 
should be a little more self-effacing 
in his interviews. 

Then there was that heartrending 
eight mm. film of the Russian gaols 
and "mental hospitals.” The film 
was naturally poor from the 
technical point of view; the wonder 
Is that it was as good as It was. We 
were left to imagine what horrors, 
were taking place behind those grim 


walls — the effect was far more 
.terrifying than all the violence 
.Starsky and Hutch can muater. 

Avraham Shlfriu, who looks like a 
well-groomed - latter-day Jeremiah, 
described some of the terrors of the 
Soviet system. Again, It was all 
under-stated, and waa much more 
effective as a result. He stressed that 
a new wave of KGB cruelties has 
broken out against dissidents, and 
that Brezhnev is reviving the 
Stalinist line. He called for more and 
more protests around the world to 
help the heroes prepared to fight the 
sinister Soviets. (In justice to Presi- 
dent Carter, he certainly seems to be 
taking a strong enough line to satify 
even us). 

Again and again, during the film, 
ShJfrin pointed out the way In which 
the citizens of Moscow and Odessa 
were going calmly about their af- 
fairs, right next to the walls of the 
K.G.B. fortresses, unaware of the 
agonies being inflicted by sadists on 
victims only a few yards away. It Is 
bard to believe, but I am sure that it 
Is true. 

Few white South Africans know 
what happens to black prisoners In 
their gaols. Many Germans claimed 
that they never knew what was going 
on in the concentration camps: Jews 
have always rejected this argument, 
but It may be true. Nobody can say 
what polfce and security forces do to 
prisoners under their control inside 
the walls of prisons. 

ShJfrin told us quite calmly that 
the Russians were using modern 
drugs and technological discoveries 
to drive their prisoners insane. A 
famous philosopher in South Africa, 
Professor Hoe rule, a great liberal 
and Idealist, used to justify his belief 
that mankind was moving forwards 
and upwards on the decline In the use 
of torture. Ibis was in the late 'thir- 
ties. when the Nazis were already in 
powefr, were already committing 
fiendish atrocities. I wonder what 
poor Hoerale would say now about 
man, with experiences in the Nazi 
and Japanese camps fully recorded. 
the Gulag Archipelago flourishing, 
and even mad Id! Amin given the 
blessing of the O.A.S.

FOR 20 YEARS or more. In the cold 
of winter or the heat of summer. 
Miriam and her dogs could be seen 
walking, walking, walking through 
the streets of Jerusalem. Down. 
Mara 111 ah Road, up Shlom-Zion 
HaM&lka, up Jaffa Road... all the 
way to the Mahane Yehudah market. 
At first Miriam used to carry a sack 
over her shoulder but later she push- 
ed a small wooden cart on four 
wheels. 

The dogs (sometimes four, 
sometimes six) changed, but Miriam 
did not. A small elderly woman with 
pink cheeks, she had a smile for her 
friends and acquaintances, but did 
not stop to chat with them. She was 
going about the Lord's work in the 
Holy City. 

The mongrels were hungry ami 
neglected. It was Miriam's to 
feed them, and nurse them if they 
were sick. Her long walks were In 
search of food: leftovers In the gar- 
bage cans of good hotels — the King 
David, Kings and the Moriah; and fax 
the ahuk to scavenge for scraps of 
meat and fish, old vegetables, stale 
bread, rinds of cheese. Miriam knew 
what it took to make a meal for her 
dogs. As she walked her dogs follow- 
ed her, and as they went she 
collected other strays. 

Miriam's neighbours complained, 
of course. But the slum In which they 
all lived at the end of Rebov 
MamiUah had worse stories to tell. 
Miriam sold her dogs or gave them 
away to good homes. Longbefore the 
advent of the pet shops, a 
Jerusalemite who wanted a puppy 
for a child went to "Miriam's place" 
at 5, Rehov MamiUah. In all the 
years, Miriam never had a day’s 
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holiday. " Who wo uld look after my 
dogs?"^ ahe would aak. 

Miriam had friends among the 
members of the Animal Protection 
Society of Jerusalem, who helped 
her financially when they could. 
After the Six-Day War, Jerusalem’s 
stray -dog population doubled and 
trebled.' When the Animal Shelter at 
the foot of Mount Zion was pulled 
down to make way for a park, 
Miriam worked harder than ever. 
But mare people wanted dogs, so 
Miriam’s sales and give-aways in- 
creased. 

As she grew older, she began to 
worry more about the dogs. She 
pixued her hopes on the Animal 
Protection Society that was struggl- 
ing to build a new Animal Centre. 
With Mayor Kbllek's help it had 
received a plot at Atarot. The plans 
were approved. The Municipality 
demanded a fence, which cost 
ILa 20 , 000 . There was little money 
left for the kennels, at IL3000 each. 
Miriam offered to come and live at 
the Centre when It started operating, 
and look after all the dogs kept there. 

But before even one kennel had 
been bijilt, rabies attacked the city. 
Four positive cases were establish- 


ed. There was panic everywhere. 
The municipal vet. waa ordered to 
destroy all strays. Chicken heads 
filled with strychnine were town, 
wherever anyone reported that a 
stray dog bad been seen. Thousands 
of dogs died in agony, some of them 
in front of their horrified owners who 
had not obeyed the law that no dogs 
were to be allowed out unleashed or 
without muzzles. Frightened new 
owners took their dogs and dumped 
them in places far from their homes. 

And what with Miriam? With the 
help of a member of the Society, 
some of Miriam’s dogs were placed 
in homes, and permission was 
granted by the chief vet for Miriam 
to have three dogs licensed in her 
name provided they were given anti- 
rabies injections. This was dose. 
Miriam kept her long-time 
favourites: a brown dog; a large 
white one and a black "sort of" poo- 
dle. 

Feeling ill one day, Miriam went to 
stay with friends in Rehov Zerub- 
, babel In Baka'a, where her three 
dogs were put In the basement. 

Acting on an anonymous phone 
call, the Municipal- Veterinary Ser- 
vice and the police broke into the 
locked basement when no one was 
there, collected the dogs, and later 
destroyed them. The Municipal 
employees and the police maintain 
that the dogs had no licence tags; 
others, including the' owner of the 
basement, say they did. Miriam , 
crazy with grief, had a stroke. 

Miriam can no longer carry out 
her labour of love, and the city's 
dogs have lost their friend. Did It 
really have to happen this way?

THE SUBJECT of this column is the 
result of a moving incident I witness- 
ed a few years ago on the Day of 
Atonement In the Yeshurun 
Synagogue In Jerusalem. 

Among the worshippers was the 
late President of Israel, Zalman 
Shacar. When, during the Avoda, the 
time came for those present to make 
the obligatory prostrations, he 
stepped forward from the front row, 
where he was sitting to 4 have the 
necessary space, and spreading a 
kerchief on the floor, humbly 
prostrated himself with the rest of 
the congregation. 

The first portion of Leviticus, 
which we read tomorrow, deals with 
the atonement offerings various in- 
dividuals and groups had to bring in 
the case of unwitting transgressions. 
"If the whole congregation err"; "If 
the Nasi sins unwittingly”; "If a 
single Individual sin,” etc. The word 
translated "if,” however, differs in 
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the case of the Nasi from that which 
is employed with regard to the other 
categories. 

Where in their case it is the usual 
"im,” In that of the Nasi, It Is 
"as her. ” That word usually means 
“that,” but in the form ' ‘ashrei, ” It is 
connected with the root, which 
means "to be' happy” and has this 
.meaning ("Ashrei. the man who 
walks not in the way of the wicked” 
Psalm 1:1; " Ashrei . those who dwell 
in thy house,” etc.). The rabbis ac- 
tually regard the word "asfier" in 
the case of the sin of the Nasi as be- 
ing Identical with the word “ ashrei " 


and comment, "Happy indeed is that 
generation whose Nasi sets his mind 
to bringing an offering of expiation 
for his unwitting transgressions. 
How much more so for those of 
which he was aware." 

It is not the only example in the Bi- 
ble of such a delicate distinction 
between " im ” and "asher" in such a 
context. The portion Re 'eh opens 
with the words, "Behold I set before 
you this day a blessing and a curse : ” 
the blessing, asher ye will hearken to 
the commandments of the Lord your 
God which I command ye this day; 
and the curse, im ye will not hearken 
to the commandments of the Lord 

your God and turn away ” (Dent. 

11 : 26 - 28 ). It seems therefore clear 
that where "im" Introduces an un- 
desirable condition, “asher, ” on the 
other hand, introduces' a desirable 
one. And happy indeed that genera- 
tion whose titular head does not 
assume infallibility and perfection. 


Family life 


ONE WHO is not married is not a 
complete human being, for it is said 
(Genesis 5:2) : “Male and female He 
created them, and He blessed them 
and called them human" — that is: 
only when they are a male and 
female together are they human 
(Yevamot 63a). 

If a man is a slave to two masters 
and one of them sets him free, the 
School 'pf HilleJ holds that he should 
serve the remaining master every 
second day and himself on ^he alter- 
nate days. 

The School of Shammai holds: 
That's fine for the master, but what 
about the slave himself? He may not 
marry a slave-woman because he is 
half free; and he may not marry a 
free woman because he is half slave. 
Is he to be deprived of the opportuni- 
ty to have a family life? But the 
world was created for the purpose of 
Increasing the species, as said 
(Isaiah 45:18): ‘"Thus says God, 
creator of the heavens, Who made 
the earth and fashioned it... He 
created it dot a waste; to be In- 
habited He formed it." So let the se- 
cond master be compelled to let the 
slave buy his freedom so that he may 
marry and establish a family. 

' The School of Hillel reconsidered 
and concurred with the opinion of the 
School of Shammai (Pessahim 
•88a,b). 

HE WHO loves his wife as himself, 
treats her better than himself, 
teaches his children to be decent peo- 
ple, and marries them off when they 
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are ripe — of him Scripture says 
(Job 5 :24) : "You will know that all is 
well with your household” (Yevamot 
62b). 

RABBI HELBO said: A man should 
always be careful about how he 
treats his wife, because whatever 
blessing there is in a home is the 
wife's doing. 

Accordingly, Rava would tell the 
people of his town. Mehoza: Cherish 
your wives and you will be enriched 
(Bava Metzla 59a) '. 

Rabbi Hiyya’s wife was a nag. Yet 
once he brought her a fine present. 
Rav said to him: “But she causes 
you so much grief!” Rabbi Hiyya 
replied: "The women do enough by 
raising our children and delivering 
us from sin" (Yevamot 63a,b). 

A MAN wrote a will in which be 
stipulated that his son should not in- 
herit any of his wealth until he had 
become silly. 

Rabbi Yosse ben Y ebuda and Rab- 
bi Yehuda Hanassl went to Rabbi 
Yehoshua ben Karha to ask him to 
explain this, when they reached Rabbi 
Yehoshua’s house, they saw him 
crawling about on ail fours, bolding a 
long reed between his teeth and his 
little son p ulling Mm around by the 
reed. Seeing this Rabbi Yorae and 
Rabbi Yehuda hid t hems elves. 

Afterwards they went inside and 
asked Rabbi Yehoshua about the 
will. He laughed and said: ,r Why, I 
was just doing that very thing!” 
(Midrash Tehiilim 92:13). 


Busy hands 
and heads

IF A STRIKING design in a local 
knitting-book catches your eye, fixe 
chances are that- it 1 was conceived * 
and executed by a pupil of Belt 
Zelrot Mizrahi, the Jerusalem 
rettgious'Mgh school for girls. • : ~ 

The girls’ hand-made clothing and 
food were on display this week at the 
vocational school in Rebov Rashl in 
honour of the Pessah holiday. 

Directed by their teachers, pupils 
In knitting-classes sketch the dress, 
tunic, sweater or other outfit; coor- 
dinate the colours; lay-out the 
pattern and cast stitches an their knit- 
ting machines. What emerges after 
hours of painstaking work (24 for a 
full-length tunic) is an original 
knitted work of art that is sent to 
Vitalgo, Polgat and other knitting 
firms for inclusion In their new 
catalogues. 

The knitters are paid for their 
work by the firm, while collecting 
expertise that can lead to designing 
and knitting at home or factory, or 
teaching others how to machine-knit. 
(Mr Is who are talented and serious 
about the profession buy their own 
machines before graduation. 

Vibrant colours — reds, oranges, 
black, blues, gold and purples — are 
in style this year and will be featured 


in the new knitting journals, accor- 
ding to the high school’s teachers. 
Since the pupils produce their han- 
diwork for firms, certain clothes — 
bikinis, trousers and kneepanta — 
that the religious girls would not 
wear themselves were on display In 
the auditorium. 

Ooats, suits, dresses and tunics 
that would cost high prices in stores 
were highlighted in the school’s sew- 
ing class display. In the centre waa a 
wedding gown and veil sewn by one 
pupil for her own marriage 
ceremony. The girls, who learn the 
history qf Jaflhiqn_as well as how to 
cut and baste,' brought costumes 
from the.lr parents’ and grand- 
parents’, native Iraq, Persia, Yemen 
and Morocco as a counterpoint to the 
modern clothing they ma.de 
themselves. 

The piece de resistance was 
kosher-for-Peasah foods — from fish 
cocktail and stuffed, glazed chicken to 
marzipan cakes — prepared by 
home economics classes. A seder 
table set with crystal and silver on a 
white tablecloth overlaid with blue 
kerchiefs displayed 11 different 
hag g ado t, each from a different 
Jewish community. 

Unfortunately, after Mrs. Nina 
Katzir bad opened the exhibit on 
Monday, the hungry guests were not 
allowed to taste anything. The dis- 
play was meant to teach and to show 
off talent, and the food remained on 
the table as a beautiful — but even- 
tually probably Inedible — tempta- 
tion for three days.

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Quickening pace of Israelis 
coming home from Canada 


MONTREAL. — Is It possible that 
the prevailing political malaise 

across Canada resulting from 
economic and cultural conflicts (to 
say not h i n g of one of the bitterest 
winters In memory) . is behind the In- 
creased aJiya from Canada to Israel, 
on the part of yordim. and olim alike? 

And is It possible that Quebec’s 
political turmoil of recent months 
and the heightened natio nalism in 
French Ca na da with Independence a 
distinct if remote possibility, is the 
reason why the Increase is highest 
from this province? 

According to the Israel Aliya Cen- 
tre, the number of Israelis who 
returned home in 1976, doubled over 
1975 from 74 to 149; and the total 
Canadian aliya figure fin* last year, 
(of which 40 per cent were returning 
Israelis) , was 392, an increase from 
the 284 of the previous year.’ 

While the altyah increases are 
modest, they are nevertheless' 
significant, particularly in terms of 
■Quebec where, for the second 
straight year, movement to Israel 
both on toe part of n»wwrfia«« and 
returning Israelis has led the rest of 
the country. 

As far as Yitzhak Sagee, director 
of toe Aliyah Centre is concerned, 
this quickened pace of yordim con- 
verting to olim can be attributed to 
any of a number of reasons — results 
of an intensified campaign aimed at 
Israelis to return home; the fact that

The ' diamond- five opening lead 
went to the six, seven and a ruff by 
declarer. The spade ace revealed the 
void in East's hand. A low spade was 
won by the queen, on which East dis- 
carded the diamond king a clear re- 
quest for West to play a heart. Had 
West complied, the contract would 
have been set. But West, in no hurry, 
continued with a spade — to reduce 
dummy’s ruffing power. Declarer 
won the trick and played another 
spqde. on which he discarded the 
heart jack from dummy.

The criss-cross does not happen 
very often, but when it does it la 
beautiful. 


many had Intended to return; others 
don't feel accepted here, to say 
nothing of being welcomed; and the 
wearing off of the shock of the Yom 
Kippur War which had triggered an 
original disenchantment with life in 
Israel. 

There may be still another ele- 
ment. however. That is the built-in 
insecurities experienced by Jews 
who, by nature of their personality 
or Jewish history, become apprehen- 
sive at toe first signs of political in- 
security and nationalist extremism 
which la at least a temporary fact of 
life here. 

Unis Jews, whether of -Israeli or 
Canadian' citizenship living in 
Quebec, have an advantage over 
other minorities who are not part of 
toe 80 per cent French Canadian 
majority. 

If Jews start feeling uncomfor- 
table. they have a place to go; that la 
a fact of Jewish life and no matter 
who wins toe Israeli elections in 
May, that will never change. 

ONE OF THE BASIC challenges for 
Increasing the Israel tourist market 
in Canada is the creation of the 
proper “motivation" that will in- 
spire even a first trip. This was 
stated by Dov Adiv, El Al’s general- 
manager for Canada, tn a recent in- 
terview. 

Adiv and Asher Rahav, national 
director of the Israel Government's 
Tourist Office in Canada, are work- 


ing jointly and separately on »ome 

interesting programmes toat WHI 
motivate Canadians to take toat trip 
to Israel — particularly Canadian 

Jews. . 

Rahav served In the Israel* 
Tourism Ministry’s office in, 
Jerusalem before coming here to. 
replace Amnon Gil- Ad. who returned 
to the Ministry In Jerusalem. 

Motivation for tourism, of course, 
baa always been a basic problem in 
Canada. Even the major eastern 
cities such as Montreal and Toronto 
where the bulk of toe Jewish popula- 
tion is located, lack exposure to toe 
type of Jewish presence, environ- 
ment and motivation found in such 
American cities as New York, 
Philadelphia, Miami, Chicago and 
Los Angeles. 

Adiv, nevertheless, is confident 
that special programmes such as the 
promotion of special interest groups, 
both Jewish and non-Jewiah, youth 
and package tours (a departure 
from endless and exhausting hours 
on sightseeing buses) q«h do much to 
provide toe motivation. _ 

H is lor this reason toat S3 Al's 
non-stop flights from Montreal to Tel 
Aviv are being increased to four per 
week, and it is also for this reason 
that Asher Rahav of the Israeli 
Tourist Office is concentrating his 
promotional efforts far beyond the 
limits of toe market of Jewish senti- 
ment and ideology. 


Hebraicizing names

THE authorised Hebrew spelling of 
the U.S. President’s name will 
henceforth be 75?D7Kp according to 
rules for transliterating foreign 
names adopted by the Hebrew 
Language Academy. The rules will 
shortly be gazetted by toe Minister 
of Education and will become 
obligatory for schools. Government 
offices, and local authorities, in the 
hope that others, such as publishers 
and the media will follow suit. 

The vowel e(or o or SO is 
transliterated as 8 — aleph v Dwelled. 
Thus, Manchester 

becomesTgDOgiaKEi.The vowel a (In 
its Latin, Italian and German 
pronunciation) Is denoted by an un- , 
vow ell ed aleph, where it appears in 
the beginning or middle of a word 
(by a heh at the end of a word) as in 
for Albania. The diphthong 
ey is written making 

baseball tf3tP£i.The letter (taf) 
represents the English th , even 
when pronounced in English as t — 
thus . nvi for Heath, andllDg&infor 
Thompson. The rules differentiate 
between the German sch — denoted 


hy w (shin) the Dutch sch (as in 
Schlphol) — by so, and toe Italian sch 
(as In scherzo) — by po. 

These rules apply to foreign 
languages which are not Semitic. 
For example, the letter 3 represents 
the gutter&l h Including the soft Ger- 
man ch , while the letter n(het) Is 
not to be used for non-Semitic 
languages. 

The Hebrew Language Academy’s 
rules do not apply to foreign 
language words taken over by 
Hebrew. The Academy abided by the 
principle not to transliterate foreign 
words according to their original 
spelling but by pronunciation 
prevailing here. Names with long- 
established Hebrew spelling, such as 
Brenner or Tchemichovsky, are to 
be written as before. 

Explaining the adoption of the 
vowelled g, an Academy official said 
that while a name like iDTD — Peres 
for example, was widely known the 
names of foreign public figures 
appearing bn the scene. If spelt in 
Hebrew that way would be unclear to 
many people.

THE NEW edition of the “American 
Jewiah Teat Book*' (published by 
the -American Jewish Committee 
■hd the Jewish Publication Society 
at $15) is as usual a “must" for 
anyone. following current Jewish af- 
fairs, especially in the U.S.' 

Apart from surveys of the year’s 
events and invaluable tables of infor- 
mation, ranging from Jewish 
-statistics to listings of Jewish 
organisations and newspapers in the 
U.8., there art special feature ar- 
ticles. Subjects covered this year in- 
clude a critical examination of the 
movement for equal rights for 
women in U.S, Jewry, a detailed 
analysis of developments leading to 
the UN resolution on Zionism audits 
aftermath, and a summary of all ar- 
ticles on U.S. Jewish demography 
t)u»t have appeared in the American 
Jewish Tear Book since it tint, 
appeared at the beginning of the cen- 
tury. 

A protile of Soviet Jews who have 
gone to the U.S. in recent years is 
contributed by Joseph Ed elm an, 

. research director of BIAS, with 
detailed statistical tables. & covers 
the decade to the end of 1976, when 
over 11,000 Soviet Jews arrived in 
the U.S. (outof a total of 129,000 Jews 
who left the USSR In that period). 
BIAS, of course, Is the main Jewish 
agency which has been assisting 
Russian Jews to get from Europe to 
the U.S. 

The newcomers were primarily 
young and middle-aged and over half 
came from the Ukraine. Those who 
arrived in 1971 were directed to 21 
communities in the U.S., but after ef- 
forts were made to distribute them 
over a wider geographic area, 96 
communities were involved by 
1975. Nevertheless, about half are to 
be found in the New York area, with

other comparatively large numbers 
going to Los Angeles, Chicago and 
Philadelphia. 

Inevitably there are adjustment 
problems, not least being the transi- 
tion from a closed totalitarian socie- 
ty to an open one. For the first time 
they .must cope with paying fees far 
medical services or universities, 
meeting competition in the job 
market, assuming a financial risk on 
going into business and having ac- 
tively to seek apartments. Many 
have problems in discarding old 
fears and suspicions and cannot con- 
ceive how It is that voluntary private 
agencies are not arms of govern- 
ment 

Once a family arrives in a com- 
munity, it is taken in hand by the 
local Jewish family service or 
federation, which helps the new- 
' comers by introducing them to hous- 
ing, schools, health services and the 
Jewish community. Various 
programmes have been developed, 
including the use of volunteers who 
help to tutor in English, guide the 
.Soviet Jews in their initial shopping 
expeditions, and arrange for 
'meetings- with local families. 

Efforts are made to find jobs, but 
this is a major problem. Often the 
newcomers feel that the job offered 
is below their qualifications. Some 
communities give them a time limit 
to find a job of their choice; after 


that, they have to take what Is 
offered or lose agency financial 
assistance. Over 60 per cent of Rus- 
sian Jews in the U.S. were In the 
labour force in Russia: 28per cent 
were professionals, 12 per cent 
technicians, and 11 per cent 
engineers. The preponderance of 
academics and professionals poses 
problems. The isolation of Soviet 
society has created gaps In the 
knowledge and skills of most 
professionals. r-TawiinyUm of func- 
tions have shown that an “engineer” 
In file USSR Is often the equivalent of 
a construction foreman in the U.S.. 
. an “accountant” might be con- 
sidered a bookkeeper and an 
“economist,” a pricing clerk. 
DIFFICULTIES for the doctors 
are described in an article byRoalyn 
Lacks in the periodical “Present 
Those.” Russian doctors must face a 
gruelling scries of professional ex- 
aminations before they are allowed 
to practise in the U.S. Of 120 Soviet 
physicians who took the U.S. exam in 
1972, 12 passed and the following 
year, the percentage was even 
lower. The examinations were 
bewildering in- form, as well as' con- 
tent. The American emphasis on 
basic science, rather them clinical 
experience, coupled with the ubi- 
quitous multiple-choice question, 
proved alien. More recently new 
programmes and approaches have 


been introduced and in 1975, over 50 
per cent of those sitting for the ex- 
ams (many for a second or third 
time) passed. But there were 
sometimes problems when a job was 
found. In the USSR one salary is paid 
for a job regardless of years of ser- 
vice, and when the Russian doctors 
found people in the same job, but get- 
ting more salary (with seniority 
pay), they decided they were being 
. exploited and quit) 

Meanwhile a summary of emigra- 
tion statistics from Russia in 1976 In 
the London journal “Insight: Soviet 
Jews” reports that 14,000 Jews left 
last year, a slight rise over the 
previous year, but 1975-76 were the 
lowest figures since the movement 
began In the early 70s. 

Since 1970 the number who have 
left represents 6 per cent of all the 
Jews of Russia. Another 180, 000 have 
, requested affidavits from relative* 
but have not yet left. The number 
asking for affidavits is double the 
number allowed to emigrate and, at 
the present rate, it will take 18 years - 
to catoh.up on the backlog. 

In some cities, such as Czernowltz, 
Tiflia and Kovno, between a quarter 
and a third of ail Jews have left — . 
and from VUna, even more. Over 
half the Jews of Georgia have left, as 
have 40 per cent of those in Lithuania 
and 20 per cent in Latvia. From the 
largest republic, the Russian 
-Republic, only 2 per cent have left, 
but the numbers from there are 
growing. The Jews from the Russian 
Republic are among the most 
assimilated in Russia, and this is a 
contributory factor to the gr ow in g 
fall-out rate in Vienna. Last year 
Jews, from the Russian Republic 
made up 90 per cent of the total 
emigrants — and that happened to 
be also the proportion of dropouts. 
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A new Lebanon, and a paralysed Israel

JUST over a year ago — on 
February 1. 1978 — I warned In this 
newspaper that “the Syrian 
.takeover of Lebanon is a fact.” The 
Syrians were then being careful to 
bring in their forces under 
••Palestinian” camouflage, I noted, 
but warned that “without Israel] ac- 
tion to compel them to return to 
Syria this military presence will 
become a fact recognised by Israel 
■and the whole world.” 

A week before, I added, there had 
been much Israeli talk of “we won't 
tolerate It,” but the presence had 
become a fact and Israel’s Govera- 

K nt was meanwhile doing nothing 
talk. 

| Now another year has passed 
throughout which period Syrian 
troops have continued to flow into 
Lebanon. They have come in a thin 
stream, without fireworks,- but 
gradually stepping up the calibre of 
the arms brought with them, until 
they now' number three divisions — 
35,000 men, with heavy armour. . 

Today the Government of Israel 
tells us it is surprised by the size of 


this force. 

The tact is that at the end of a 
year, we have arrived at a Syrian 
military and political takeover of 
'Lebanon, both of . its Moslems and of 
its Christians. For the Syrians it is 
another step in their drive for a 
“Greater Syria" that would Include 
Lebanon, Jordan, and either all of 
the Land of Israel west of the Jordan 
or tor the time being an Arafat- 
“Palestinl&n” state in Judea- 
3am aria and Gaza. 

Israel has naturally welcomed 
that part of the Syrian game which 
battered the terrorists and injured 
the Fatah and especially its prestige. 
Incursions into Israel have stopped, 
and this has so blinded Israel's 
government that It has failed to 
notice the- depth- of the Syrian 
penetration Into Lebanon. 

But the Fatah has not been done 
away with. Sbr the Syrians have a 
great interest in its continued ex- 
istence as a terror and political 
weapon for use against Israel when 
and how they see fit. 

Israel conducted its political cam- 
paign regarding Lebanon on two 
levels: it made public warnings

Israel’s Government realized that 
what was involved was a Syrian 
takeover that would turn the whole 
border from Eilat to Rosh Hanlkra 
into a single confrontation line, 
Jerusalem woke up and began 
proclaiming that it hada “Red Line” 
within Lebanon beyond which it 
would not permit armed . Syrian 
penetration. 

That line proved to be very flexi- 
ble, however; and as & result the 
Syrians did not take it seriously. 
They knew very well the nature of 
the Americans' “good offices” — of 
course as did the Americans, who. 
thanks to their “good understan- 
ding” with Israel managed to push 
the line constantly southward until 
by the end of 1976 the line ran from 
Stdon to Djezzine in South Lebanon.

The Common Market at 20 


ROME. — People, goods and 
sometimes even capital flow freely 
now across the 589, 000-square-mi le 
European Common Market, a com- 
munity of nine nations, many of 
them historical enemies. 

But 20 yean after It was formed, 
the gap In the standards of living 
between Palermo in Italy and 
Copenhagen In Denmark has not 
narrowed. Inflation Is 23 per cent in 
Italy and four per cent in West Ger- 
many. Some Europeans say they 
want to get out of the Market. 

The goal of a political unit to rival 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union remains a dream. 

The years have brought some 
prosperity — but also mounting 
problems and tension for the 260 
million people living In Italy. 
France, West Germany, Belgium, 
the Netherlands, Luxembourg. Bri- 
tain, Ireland and Denmark. 

An Associated Press survey of 
Common Market capitals shows 
some disillusionment with the Com- 
munity in these times of inflation 
and recession, even though 
‘‘marketeers” claim things would be 
worse without it. 

Yet, on the Champs Elysees in 
Parts, Oxford Street in London or 
Via Condotti in Rome, one can buy 
Italian shoes, British toys, Belgian 
towels and Danish hi-fi systems at 
prices generally comparable to the 
places where they are manufac- 
tured. 

"I really don't know most of the 
time if I’m buying French or Com- 
mon Market," a French woman 
remarked. British and French mini- 
cars weave around their Italian and 
West German competitors in Paris’ 
traffic jams. 

The Italian firm Fiat now supplies 
only 50 per cent of the automobiles 
sold in Italy, in contrast to 90 per 
cent 20 years ago. 

Briton Peter Smith, a 46-year-old 
father of four, works for an electric 
firm in Bonn, West Germany, and 
says he gets substantially more than 
the £3,000 fILfi 0,000) a year he would 


The European Common 
Market is 20 years old to- 
day.

Doctors from one member nation 
can now practise In any other. 
Lawyers will soon follow suit. The 
Community's estimated six million 
migrant workers can now transfer 
social security benefits from one 
member country to another without 
hindrance. 

Come next year, for the first time 
in their history, West Europeans will 
elect a parliament, which will he a 
major Impetus to political unity. The 
powers of the parliament, however, 
are still limited, mainly debating the 
Community's budget. 

This totalled $5.5b. last year for its 
executive body, the Commission. Its 
activities range from farm subsidies 
to retraining programmes, aid to Its 
own "underdeveloped" regions and 
studies on safety standards for food, 
cosmetics and cars. 

Also in 1978, as a symbolic step, a 
Common Market passport will be 
issued. 

According to a recent Community 
survey, the Danes, who joined the 
market along with Britain and 


Ireland in 1973, would opt out of Ji if 
given a chance. The British, who 
voted 3 to 1 for the Common Market 
in a referendum, are now at 46-44 to 
stay in, according to the survey. But 
46 per cent believe Britain would 
fare better economically outside the 
Market, compared to 32 per cent who 
say the economy would worsen. 

West Germans, richest of the sine, 
grumble that they pay too much to 
keep poorer Community members 
going. The average German family 
pays the equivalent of *208 (113,000) 
a year to support farm subsidies 
elsewhere. 

Particularly irked are housewives 
of the wealthy members of the Com- 
munity, chiefly because of soaring 
food prices — 23.5 per cent in Britain 
last year — that are in part 
engineered by the "Eurocrats" in 
Brussels, headquarters of the Com- 
munity, to aid more than 10 million 
Common Market farmers. 

Since 1973, the Community has 
sold 200,000 tons of surplus butter to 
the Soviet Union at low prices, say- 
ing that storage for eventual use by 
the Community's consumers would 
cost more than the losses on selling it 
to outside nations. 

In addition to butter, the Common 
Market has surplus stocks of two 
billion bottles of wine. 43,000 tons of 
olive oil, 1.4 million tons of soft 
wbeat, 960,000 tons of milk powder. 
744,000 tons of sugar and 300.000 
tons of beef. 

Some Eurocrats say the Cb mm uni- 
ty should not be a scapegoat for the 
present economic malaise of 
Western Europe, which they see as 
part of the world recession caused by 
oil price increases. They contend 
that if there had been no Common 
Market, living costs would have gone 
far higher. 

European idealists formed the 
Common Market on a rainy day 20 
years ago. But even then the Italian 
Foreign Minister, Gaetano Martino, 
injected a touch of realism: "Our 
problems don't end today, but 
begin."

Since 1974 
the Foundation has expanded its ac- 
tivities, and close toH3m. have been 
distributed as scholarships.

Advances In understanding' the 
physiological process Involved in the 
dropping of citrus fruit from the tree 
have been made by a Hebrew 
University research team, headed 
by Prof. Raphael Goren of the 


oranges drop off the tree 

Department of Horticulture. 

An understanding of this process 
will make possible the more efficient 
use of materials used today for the 
retardation or advancing of tne 
fruit's fall. , .. 

Fruit dropping is part of a plant s 

life cycle. The farmer interferes 
with this process when he wishes to 
thin out the young fruit on a full tree, 
or to prevent excessive dropping, of 
fruit from a low bearing tree. 

While the grower is also interested 
in preventing premature droppingof 
mature fruit, to prolong his 
marketing season, he also seeks 
ways to weaken the connection 
between the fruit and its stalk so that 
mechanical harvesting method*, 
now being developed, may be 
employed. 

Scientists here and In the U.S. 
have tested hundreds of materials to 
advance fruit drop. 

Prof. Goren’ s team has been 
searching since 1967 for the 
physiological basis of the advancing 
and retardation of fruit drop by plant 
hormones. 

The practical importance of the 
physiological research became clear 
in the Masters thesis of Assaf Trim, 
one of Prof. Goren' s students. 

The research is supported by the 
World Bank and the Ministry of 
Agriculture. 



Rise in price of rough diamonds 
upsets polishing industry here 


By J. VOET 

The magic blllion-dollar export 
figure for Israeli polished diamonds 
may he nearer than anybody 
thought. But the reason is not a jump 
in exports — but a stiff increase In 
the price of rough diamonds. 

The London-based Central Selling 
Organization — alias The Syndicate 
— recently announced a 16 per cent 
increase in the price of small goods 
and cheaper large goods. 

Since polishers here specialize in 
small goods, the total of the increase 
might be nearer to 20 per cent, 
knowledgeable observers say. The 
exact position will only be known 
towards the end of next month, when 


the closed boxes of the next "sight" 
are due to arrive here. 

It is rumoured in diamond circles, 
that with the price increase the 
quality of the goods offered may 
deteriorate slightly. 

The net result of the increase an 
our exports Is likely to be negative, 
■ since it will not be easy to pass on the 
higher prices Immediately to buyers 
of our finished product abroad. ■ 

In the long run, however, 
observers feel that the higher price 
levels will benefit everybody in the 
Industry. 

The amounts Involved in financing 
the industry will be much larger and 
‘this may produce some headaches 
for the banks concerned. 


Industrial Development Bank 
offers supplementary loans 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The Industrial Development Bank 
has offered its borrowers 
supplementary development loans, 
of up to 26 per cent of the original 
development loan, hut no more than 
ILlm., according to a circular sent 
out by the bank. 

The supplementary loans will 
carry 20 per cent interest for -in- 
dustrial enterprises. Loans to other 
kinds of approved enterprises will be 
at 23 per cent interest. The period of 
the loans will generally be the same 
as for the original development loan. 

In addition, enterprises which are 
according to the existing criteria en- 


titled to development loans, but have 
not made use of their rights, may 
also get loans under the new 
arrangement. These will be for 50 
per cent of their investment in fixed 
assets, but no more than H500.000. 

Economic observers have pointed 
out that these supplementary loans 
may help to bridge the gap created 
by rapidly rising Investment costs 
and the original loan amounts ap- 
proved by the bank. 

At the same time, it is felt that a 
fixed interest charge of 20 per cent, 
rather than a lower interest together 
with partial linkage, may deter 
enterprises from committing 
themselves to such terms.

How to get rid of Raphael without 
losing Ms faction? 

One thing is certain: Burg and 
Hammer could never have pulled it 
off without the help of two of 
Raphael's cMef lieutenants — Abu- 
H&tzeira and Glass. 

Nor is it likely that the trick could 
have been accomplished if anyone 
but Raphael had been the target. 
Raphael is not without blemish, mid 
outside of Ms own fiction he has 
never been popular. His reputation 
was tarnished in 1988, when be was 
forced to resign as Oepoity Mlnlat^r 
of Health after being Implicated In 
the Tel Gibborlm bribery scandai. 

For a number of years after that, 
Hakihbutz Hadati boycotted toe 
NRP tor allowing Raphael to retam 
a position of leadership, and Golda 


on Wednesday night, 
straight face be denied that there 
had been any conspiracy against 
Raphael. There had been? 0 
"ouster,” be instated, and no prior 
agreement in the otto factions to 
wtefor Mm and 
Why had he abandoned Raphael? 

It must be said that Abu-Hatzeira’s 
explanation waa novel: it had all 
begun three or tour months ago when 
he began to suspect that Raphael 
w&fl planning to brt&k iwsy frozn the 
NRP. he had made it clear to 
Raphael that he would not go along ; 
with thaL 

That, however, la co nf usi n g cause 
and effect. What came first waa the 
pi«m« of the others to cut Raphael 

d *David Glass bad not naid yet why 
he broke with Raphael. Interviewed 
by this reporter recently, he- dodged 
the question- But, surely, a decent 
respect lor the Israeli voter should 
Impel Glass to come forward with an 
explanation. . 

Strangely enough* Glass in that in- 
terview criticized the priorities of 
the other factions (e.g., no relinr 
autoMngof Judea and Samaria) . and 
defended those of Likud U’temura, 
(a “more Jewish” Israel). So h was 
not Ideology that. caused the break, 
with Raphael. 

It Is only natural, then, to consider 
personal ambition. Likud U’temura, 
wL dlocatedptae™ 3, 7, 
the NRP 'a Knesset list. But the 
general opinion is that toe party wm 
be doing well if it manages to retain 
its present 10 seats. 

Glass has had his eye on the 
Knesset tor some time, and he wotud 
have been less than human if he 
never made the simple reckoning. 
Even If Raphael gave Mm toe nod 
for the faction’s third aeat, it would 
have little meaning. Making a deal 
with Burg and Hammer would cer- 
tainly appear an attractive short cut. 


• There is a deeper question, 
ho w ev e r . Can the group that haa so 
cold-bloodedly emasculated Raphael 
now wash its famris and resume- its 
efforts to enhance Sabbath obser- 
vance and all the rest? If what was 
involved here was reUgtoua leglsla- 
tiem' there might be no prob lem : On 
the contr a ry, the political savvy and 
lack of scruples that enabled the 
Lamifneh and Youth leaden to get 
rid of Raphael might be the very 
qualities needed- when coalition- 
negotiation time cornea around. 

But for some years 'now, the NRP 
has been carrying on a holding ac- 
tion in the area of legislation. Its 
failure to prevent the introduction of
